Zeev  Vered,  one  of  the  leading 
forces  for  the  creation  of  an  Ottawa 
Chapter  of  the  Canadian  Technion 
Society  has  been  named  chairman 
of  the  local  campaign  which  will 
be  held  during  the  last  two  weeks 
of  October.  Mr.  Vered,  himself  an 
Israeli,  and  his  colleagues  will  seek 
to  raise  maximum  support  for  the 
erection  of  the  Canada  Building  of 
Natural  Resources  at  the  Israel 
Institute  of  Technology  at  Haifa. 
Pledges  are  payable  in  three  an- 
nual instalments  and  State  of  Israel 
Bonds  will  be  accepted.

Technion  is  Israel’s  M.I.T.  It  is 
Israel’s  sole  source  of  technological 
manpower  such  as  engineers,  town 
planners,  architects,  industrial 
managers,  chemists,  physicists  and 
agricultural  experts.  These  tech- 
nicians are  vitally  needed  for  Is- 
rael’s industrial  expansion  and  for 
the  defence  of  the  country. 

Technion’s  Research  and  Devel- 
opment Foundation  has  over  450 
research  projects  under  way  in- 
cluding the  much-talked  about  des- 
alination of  sea  water,  utilization 
of  solar  energy  for  electrical  power 
and  harnessing  nuclear  energy  for 
peaceful  purposes.  There  are  10,000 
students  enrolled  at  the  present 
time  with  600  full  and  part-time 
teachers.

Lafortune,  Ltd.,  the  lowest  of  eight  bidders.  Bulldozers  and  work- 
men have  begun  to  clear  the  Wurtemburg  Street  site  so  that  work 
can  be  well-advanced  by  the  onset  of  winter. 


Commencement  of  construction  will  be  heralded  by  a Sod- 
Turning  Ceremony  to  be  held  this  Sunday,  October  4 at  2:00 
o’clock  on  the  building  site  in  the  presence  of  civic,  provincial, 
religious  and  communal  dignitaries.  Invitations  have  been  extended 
to  the  entire  Jewish  community  and  hundreds  are  expected  to 
witness  the  historic  event. 


Mrs.  Abraham  Lithwick,  co- 
founder and  honorary  president  of 
the  Ottawa  Jewish  Home  for  the 
Aged  will  turn  the  soil  in  the  sym- 
bolic ceremony.  She  in  turn  will 
be  presented  with  the  inscribed 
ceremonial  shovel  as  a mark  of 
esteem  for  her  vision  and  dedica- 
tion to  the  project  from  its  incep- 
tion nine  years  ago. 

Others  who  will  participate  in 
the  brief  but  moving  program  will 
be  Hon.  Louis  Cecile,  Q.C.,  Ontario 
Minister  of  Welfare,  Her  Worship, 
Mayor  Charlotte  Whitton,  Hyman 
Bessin,  president,  Jewish  Com- 
munity Council  of  Ottawa,  Rabbi 
J.  Benjamin  Friedberg  and  Herbert 
R.  Balls,  president  of  the  United 
Appeal  of  Ottawa  and  District. 
Jacie  C.  Horwitz,  Q.C.,  co-founder 
and  president  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Home  for  the  Aged  will  preside. 
Abe  Palmer  is  chairman  of  the 
Sod-Turning  Arrangements  Com- 
mittee. 

The  decision  to  award  the  con- 
tract was  made  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  only  when  it  became 
evident  that  the  $300,000  Building 
Fund  Campaign  headed  by  Gilbert 
Greenberg  was  slated  for  success. 

So  far,  $225,000  has  been  raised 
with  only  a small  portion  of  the 
community  heard  from.  The  Board 
expects  that  many  people  who  have 
been  holding  back  to  await  devel- 
opments will  now  come  forward  to 
boost  the  total  over  the  top. 

Total  cost  of  building  and 
equipping  the  attractive  two-storey 
structure  designed  by  Sidney  Lith- 
wick will  be  $425,000.  The  land 
has  already  been  paid  for  and  a 
provincial  grant  of  $75,000  assured. 
The  organization  also  has  cash 
reserves  of  some  $50,000  on  hand 
to  help  finance  construction. 

The  initial  wing  will  accom- 
modate twenty-five  elderly  persons 
plus  staff  and  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  within  a year.  It  has 
been  designed  with  future  expan- 
sion in  mind.

Calls  Meeting  On  Tuesday,  Oct. 
13  To  Form  New  Theatre  Guild 


One  of  the  best-known  figures  in 
theatrical  circles  in  the  city  has 
lent  his  name  and  talents  to  a move 
which  will  bring  about  the  creation 
of  a permanent  Jewish  Centre 
Theatre  Guild. 

David  Slover  will  convene  the 
founding  meeting  to  be  held  on 
Tuesday  evening,  October  13  at 
8:00  p.m.  in  the  Library  of  the 
Centre.  He  invites  everyone  in  the 
community  over  the  age  of  18  who 
has  an  interest  in  the  theatre  or 
any  of  its  related  arts,  to  be  pre- 
sent. 

As  far  back  as  twenty-five  years 
ago,  the  Jewish  community  had  a 
flourishing  group  which  presented 
plays  regularly.  Some  of  today’s 
leading  citizens  recall  those  days 
with  nostalgia  and  more  than  one 
can  still  quote  lines  from  favourite 
plays  in  which  they  appeared. 

More  recently,  sporadic  efforts 
have  been  made  to  revive  this  art 
form.  There  have  been  some  suc- 
cesses, notably  Mr.  Slover’s  produc- 
tion of  The  World  of  Sholom  Alei- 
chem,  but  the  absence  of  a con- 
tinuing group  and  executive  has 
taken  its  toll. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new 
Theatre  Guild  will  attract  many 
new  faces  who  have  been  looking 
for  just  such  an  opportunity  to 
express  themselves  creatively. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  some  of 
the  leading  players  of  former  years 
will  come  forward  to  lend  their 
backing  and  encouragement  to  the 
project.  “All  will  be  more  than 
welcome”  said  Mr.  Slover  when  we 
talked  to  him  recently. 

The  meeting  on  October  13  will 
elect  an  interim  executive  and 
steering  committee,  discuss  objec- 
tives and  begin  looking  for  a suita-

ble  play  to  be  presented  early  this 
winter. 

Mr.  Slover  has  expressed  his 
complete  support  of  the  new  Thea- 
tre Guild  and  will  continue  to  re- 
tain a keen  interest  in  its  progress. 
He  feels,  however,  that  it  is  time 
for  younger  men  and  women  to 
take  on  the  responsibility  of  leader- 
ship. 

He  is  confident  that  the  October 
13  meeting  will  bring  forth  such 
people  and  that  the  Guild  will  once 
more  assume  its  time-honoured  role 
in  the  Jewish  community  on  a con- 
tinuing basis. 

The  new  Theatre  Guild  will  func- 
tion as  an  integral  arm  of  the  Adult 
Program  Committee  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre.
